As in the case of the Grain 
Futures Act, an important objective of the CEA was to discourage forms of 
speculation that were seen as exacerbating price volatility. In addition, 
the CEA introduced provisions designed primarily to protect small 
investors in commodity futures, whose participation had been... 

. . .that is, futures brokers, and for the segregation of customer funds from 
FCM funds. The CEA also expanded the coverage of futures regulation to 
cover contracts for cotton, rice, and certain. . . 

...fundamental changes in the objectives of derivatives regulation. 
However, it expanded the scope of the CEA quite significantly. In 
addition to creating the Commodity Futures Trading Commission (CFTC) as an 
independent . . . 

. . .giving the CFTC exclusive jurisdiction over commodity futures and 
options, the 1974 amendments expanded the CEA definition of " commodity 
" beyond a specific list of agricultural commodities to include "all 
other goods and articles, except onions, . . . and all services, rights, 
and interests in which contracts for future delivery are presently or in 
the future dealt in." 

In one respect, this was sweeping deregulation ... change brought a 
tremendous range of off-exchange transactions potentially within the scope 
of the CEA .
